The revised Confidential Statement of Formula (CSF) and amended labeling referred to above, submitted in
connection with registration under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), as amended,
are acceptable, with the following term of approval:

1. You must submit Storage Stabilty and Corrosion Characteristics (OCSP 830.6317 and 830.6320,
respectively) data for this formulation within 18 months from the date of this approval letter.

Furthermore, this approval does not affect any terms or conditions that were previously imposed on this
registration. You continue to be subject to existing terms or conditions on your registration and any deadlines
connected with them.

Please be informed, the efficacy data supporting this revised formulation will likely not be in compliance with our
forthcoming updated EPA/OPP Bear Spray Guidance.
